REMARKS 



Reconsideration of the subject application as amended herein is respectfully 
requested. 

Briefly, the present invention pertains to personal video recorders (PVRs) that 
receive and, option ally, store a video program. More particularly, the invention pertains 
to a PVR that optionally generates a command to a video cassette recorder connected 
to the PVR to allow analog recordation of the program. The command is generated in 
response to an input from a user. A digitizing device is provided which intercepts this 
command and then when as a video content is being delivered to the video cassette 
recorder as an analog video signal, the video signal is intercepted by a digitizing device. 
The digitizing device then renders the analog signal into a corresponding digital video 
signal and optionally, either stores it. Records on a DVD or CD disc, shares it with 
others using a network, etc. Because the digitizing device intercepts the command from 
the PVR, the whole operation can be performed automatically. Similarly, when the 
program is completed, the recording of the digital signal is stopped. 

The Examiner has rejected the claims as being anticipated by, or obvious in view 
of the Bilbrey reference. The Applicants respectfully traverse these rejections. The 
cited reference merely discloses an integrated system with a PVR, a media decoder, a 
hard-drive and a computer, all joined by a bus. In the present invention, a system with 
individual components are disclosed. The individual components could be from 
different manufacturers. In Bilbray, communication between the components can take 
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place synchronously. In the present invention, both the command and analog video 
signals are intercepted the command is used to initiate the digitizing device EVEN 
THOUGH the command was meant for the VCR and NOT the VOR. 

It is respectfully submitted that the application is now in condition for allowance. 
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
